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Two Guest Lectures Scheduled for African Exhibition at Art Museum 

Rowland Ola Abiodun, who is professor and chairman of the department of fine 
arts, University of Ife, Ile-Ife, Nigeria, and during the 1988-89 year also visiting 
professor at Amherst College, Amherst, Massachusetts, will open the major special 
exhibition of African sculpture, Noble Ancestors: Images from Africa. His opening 
night lecture, on Wednesday, February 8, at 5:45 pm, is titled "What Follows Six is 
More than Seven— Understanding African Art." Born in Nigeria and educated there and 
at the University of Toronto, Professor Abiodun was a Senior Fulbright Fellow at 
Cleveland State University in 1982. 

Marla C. Bems, an assistant professor at the University of Minnesota and 
director of the University’s Goldstein Gallery, will speak one month later, on 
Wednesday, March 8, at 5:45 pm. Her topic— "Invention, Intention, Improvisation: 
Women’s Art in Africa"— reflects research for her most recent exhibition at the Gallery. 
Professor Berns did all of her undergraduate and graduate work, through the Ph.D., at 
the University of California, Los Angeles, with field research and travel in Europe and 
Africa.
